Dear Friends and Colleagues: 

It is with great enthusiasm that I bring to you the 2007 Annual Report from Roxbury Community College. We 
are a fully-accredited, small, urban, student-centered, open-access community college which serves, with 
excellence, a population of over 5,000 students annually. Our mission is to serve a diverse student population 
that is drawn from Greater Roxbury and the surrounding Boston metropolitan communities. Each year, 
Roxbury Community College helps thousands of those students achieve their goals through the liberal arts 
and sciences, career and transfer programs, workforce development, and public and private sector training. 

During 2007, Roxbury Community College achieved noteworthy milestones. Significantly, the College 
increased its enrollment by 3.2%, the third consecutive increase since 2004. In April, the College hosted the 
10th Annual Teaching and Learning Conference. This statewide conference, organized for faculty and student 
affairs professionals at the 15 Massachusetts community colleges, drew over 500 participants. Dr. Thomas 
Bailey, noted author and director of the Community College Research Center at Columbia University, was the 
keynote speaker. Later, in June, the College received national recognition when we became recipients of a grant to become a part of the 
Achieving the Dream: Community Colleges Count initiative, one of only four Massachusetts community colleges to be so honored. This 
celebrated, data-driven initiative, which helps the very students we serve achieve academic success, supports 84 colleges in 18 states. 

In May, the Office of Development and the RCC Foundation jointly held its second annual Scholarship Breakfast and invited members of 
the community to join the newly-established Friends of RCC. The College is currently exploring a variety of fund-raising options to help 
address its future needs. 

The Reggie Lewis Track and Athletic Center continues to host world-class events, including the USA Track and Field Event, the Bay State 
Games, and other notable events. The Athletic Department continues to build stellar men and women's basketball and track teams, and 
recently added soccer to its list of varsity sports. 

Roxbury Community College had a very productive year in 2007. Having completed Year Three of our five-year Strategic Plan, we find we 
have completed over 80% of our goals. Still, there is much more to be done. I invite you to consider partnering with us, either with your 
time, talent, or donations, to help Roxbury Community College continue to improve and expand opportunities for our deserving students.
